1. When you last saw the file attached you advised some re-writing 
of the memorandum to the DCI (of 14 June) to indicate that NFAC would do 
its part towards achieving his purpose without waiting for his approyal. 
The changes called for were made (Paragraph 7a). There remained, however, 
the action called for from DDS&T. On this, my memo recommended reference 
to the Executive Committee. This the DCI approved. Thereafter, -however, 
it was decided up the line that such a reference was unnecessary. This 
decision was relayed back to CAR/NFAC and in my absence on leave 
took the issue up with the DDS&T Executive Officer Pea He 
advised consulting the Comptroller while he, himself, was seeking an 
internal solution. 


2. On 7 August I did discuss the matter with Jim Taylor. He said the 
problem did not seem large enough for his action and revised passing it 
directly to Les Dirks by memo from the Director, NFAC. I then drafted the 
attached memo for that purpose on 14 August discussed it with 


They said they saw 
nothing wrong wi the memo and would advise Dirks to concur, though keeping 
his options open -- i.e. whether to take the requested action by transfer of 


slots, by contract, or otherwise.

6. In sum, both FBIS and OCR need help and encouragement aimed at the 
procurement of local intelligence materials in the vernaculars of Soviet 
Central Asia. The FBIS need for translators, however, seems to be the more 
immediate priority. There is not much point in procuring publications we 
cannot use. In this connection, it might be useful to put FBIS in touch 
with the author or authors of the anonymous paper attached to your memo of 
27 February in view of the confidence therein implied that the requisite 
translators "could be available."

SUBJECT : Meeting on Soviet Muslim Languages 


25X11 1. Thel____sid presentation at the meeting you missed was 
a jumble of inaccurate statements, misleading statistics, and 
exaggerated claims. The supporting documents which were circulated 
failed to address any of the acquisition problems faced by such a project 
and raised doubts about the project leader's linguistic and analytic 
skills. Indeed, a great deal of what we were told and shown conveyed a 
disquieting impression of intellectual and organizational laxity. 


2. There is no question that we should be acquiring, monitoring, 
translating, and analyzing more Central and Inner Asian materials, than 
we are,especially in vernacular languages. FBIS/JPRS seems to be making 
a real effort, but it will take additional high-level encouragement and 
support to insure really adequate coverage. To this end, it might be 
useful to initiate additional on-the-job language training programs and/ 
or to conduct more systematic experiments with two-step translations from 
the vernacular-to-Russian-to-English. Good vernacular to Russian abilities 
are fairly common among Soviet emigrees. 
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
